News /s Sensational’ 

JT must agree that at times, news- 
paper posters have the appearance of 
being sensational, but it, must be 
‘wenerally admitted that .the actual

National 
consciousness, onee sneered away 
as an impossible virtue, is) now 
ndmitted on all sides as being a 
rowing characteristi¢ of Chinese 
life. : 

Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek’s 
anniversary message expreases the 
new feeling which Is sweeping 
China—courage in the face of 
great suffering, and determination 
to bring about the complete reju- 
venation of the country. The 
fulfilment of these ideals is to be 
through a spiritual and economic 
bulwark against Japanese aggres- 
sion—two powerful weapons if 
they can bo applied with full force. 
But it is a type of fighting which 
requires even greater courage 
than the bayonet charge, and its 
success depends almost entirely 
on the degree of unity which 
Chinn ean develop in the applica- 
tion of such tactics, Japan's 
armies can probably go on fighting 
in China for an. indefinite period, 
but Japan will be c.ushed if the 
Chinese can exhibit sufficient 
courage to fight her with moral 
and economic weapons. Chiang 
Kai-shek’s call for a united front 
based on these ideals, therefore, 
is as Important and significant as 
was his appeal, two years ago, for 
a determined stand by his fighting 
forces.in Shanghai.

The first 500 of the 20-yeor-old 
militiamen who have chosen service 
at sea ure now being called up, ‘They 
will report on Aug. 16 at the Royal 
Naval Barracks, Devonport, for their 
six months’ training. 

How the Navy proposes to absorb 
and train these young men was ex- 
plained yesterday on high authority. 

The Act provides that those who 
express a preference for naval service 
may be given an_ opportunity of 
serving with the Fleet, subject to 
personal suitability and the number 
of vacanctes. Since — registration 
began 19,000 men have opted for the 
Navy. This, however, Is u far larger 
number than can be accepted, and it 
is estimated that not more than 12,000 
can be entered In any one year, 

The first’ batch of 500 will be the 
oncers of the Royal Naval Special 


Reserve, which, in four.years' time, |. 


is expected to muster a strength of 
48,000.

Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shck’s 
anniversary message expresses the 
new feeling which is sweeping 
China—cournge in the face of 
great suffering, and determination 
to bring rbout the complete reju- 
venation of the country. The 
fulfilment of these idenls isto be 
through a spiritual and economic 
bulwark against Japanese aggres- 
sion—two powerful weapons if 
they can-be-applied with full force. 
But it is a type of fighting which 
requires even greater courage 
than the bayonet charge, and its 
success depends almost entirely 
on the degree of unity which 
China can develop in the applica- 
tion of such tactics. Jupan’s 
armies can probably go on fighting 
in China for an indefinite period, 
but Japan will be crushed if the 
Chinese can exhibit sufficient 
courage to fight her with moral 
and economic weapons. Chiang

For-reaching plans for the rehabi- 
ltatlon of Spain are reported to-be 
under consideration by General 
Franco's Government according to 
the Havas correspondent in, Tangier, 


Under these plans it ts proposed 
to give Spain an air force of" 1,000 
war planes, a standing army of 350,- 
000 men and a fleet of 250,000 tons. 
Towns, roads, bridges and canals 
damaged in the Civil War will be xre- 
constructed, new canals and railways 
will be built, ports will be enlarged 
and the whole peninsula will beelec- 
trifled. Industrial and agricultural 
production will be increased to the 
maximum while imports will be re- 
duced to a minimum and a system 
of partial economy autarchy will be 
introduced.—Reuter, -

Now Stage Of History 


Burgos, Aug. 13. 
Spain now enters upon a new stage 
of her history, declared on official 
‘communique issued following Satur- 
day's meeting of a Council of 
Ministers. 


The peace which has been won by 
victory must now be consolidated. 
The Government will do everything 
to reach the goal which the natlonal 
revolution has fixed for Itself. The 
foremost task is spiritually to co- 
ordinate the people on the lines of 
Falange tdeology, The former 
Marxists in particular must now be 
won over to the new movement. 


The Spanish economic system, the 
communique goes on, has been al- 
most destroyed by the Republican 
Spanish Government. The new Goy- 
ernment therefore is not in n posl- 
tlon to raise great hopes In this res- 
pect as yet, but everything will be 
done to improve the Spanish standard 
of living as quickly as possible. 


The communique concludes with 
an. appeal 1o all Spaniards to assist 
the. Government in carrying out its 
tasks ~-Trans-Ocean.

The people of Ticntsin yesterday 
addressed two separate letters to Sir 
Archibald Clark, Kerr and M, Henrl 
Cosme, British and French Am- 
bassndors respectively {o Chinn, con- 
cerning the Ticntsin situation. 

The letter to the British envoy de- 
clared that the anti-British move- 
ment was nover a spontancous move- 
ment of the Chinese people, but a 
sinister plot inspired and engineered 
by the Japanese designed to drive 
Britlsh interests out of North China. 

The letter urged the British 
Government to take 4 stronger policy 
againat the Japanese. 

The letter to the French Ambassa- 
dor pointed out that British and 
French intercsts in Chinn are 
Identical and must stand or fall to- 
tether. If Britaln were forced to 
surrender, French interests would 
very soon be wiped out.—Centrat 
News.:

The Act provides that those who 
express a preference for naval service 
may be given an_ opportunity of 
serving with the Fleet, subject to 
personal suitability and the number 
of  vacancics, Since registration 
beyzaun 19,000 men huve opted for the

Men in the first group will form the 
backbone of the fighting personnel in 
the Merchant Navy in time of war, 
and will not be drafted to H.M. Fleet 
unless some special — contingency 
arises. They will be specially train- 
ed in‘gunnery, visual signalling, and 
the operation of the defensive gear 
with which all important merchant 
vessels, under British colours are to 
be cquipped Jn an emergency. & 

Men in this group are to be regis- 
tered and enrolled in the Royal Naval 
Special Reserve by the Registrar- 
General of Shipping, who has offices 
in every important port in the King- 


dom 
FULL PRESSURE 


Men in the sccond group will bo 
Hable for general service In the Navy, 
either with the Home or the Reserve 
Ficct. 

As the existing naval training es 
tublishments are already working at 
full pressure owing to the ‘great in- 
crease in-regular..personnel, the Ad- 
miralty is building two main train- 
{ng centres for the R.N.S.R. One, at 
Trevel, near Devonport, will accom- 
modate 2,000 men exclusive of the 
staff; the other, at Farcham, Hants, 
will take 1,950. These buildings, due 
fo be completed in February, are of 
the standard army type—wooden huts 
on brick piers, Every effort 1s being 
made to provide amenities and re 
erentlonal facilitics.

HOW JAPAN HAS WON 
CHINA’S TRADE 


CHUNGKING, Aug. 13 (Central).—Onc-third of 
China’s import trade for the first four months of 1939 was 
with Japan, according to figures released by the Foreign 
Trade Commission of the Ministry of Finance. Out of a 
total value of $397,073,000 in. Chinese national currency, 
imports from Japan (plus Kwantung Leased Territory) 


amounted to $130,860,000. 


The goods came in mainly through 16 coastal and river 


ports.

Germany occupied, fourth position 
in China’s import trade, listing $27,- 
135,000, followed: by Netherlands 
India, $21,737,000; France, (plus 
French Indo-China) $13,196,000, 
Slam, $7,379,000; Belgium, $4,813,000; 
und Argentina, $777,000, 

. Unfavourable Balance 

During the same period, Chinese| 
exports totalled $260,364,000, result- 
ing in an unfavourable balance of 
$136,709,000. The lion's share of 
Chinese exports went to the British 
Empire, with a total of $103,830,000. 
The United States (plus the Philip- 
pines) tool $45,740,000 worth of 
Chinese commodities, Japan came 
third by absorbing $36,755,000 worth 
of Chinese goods and raw materials. 

France (plus French Indo-China) 
ranked fourth in Chinn's export trade 
by having bought $20,985,000 worth 
of Chinese products. She was follow- 
ed by Germany, $20,319,000; Siam, 
$2,985,000; Netherlands India, $1,707,- 
000; Belgium, $803,000; and Argen- 
tina, $46,000, Other countries tool 
$26,104,000 worth of Chinese exports.

— Investigations 
into the affairs of the bankers,

Without any solid basis of reason- 
mg, some people turn against the 
Press) and endeavour to lay at the 
door of those of “The Fourth Estate’ 
the blame for all this unrest, for the 
simple reason that they do not Uke 
the uews! 

Nobody likes bad news, To sup- 
press it would not assist the world 
to regain Peace. If it would, States-- 
men of our own country and those 
of other nations would shut up Jike 
the proverblal oyster. 

It is simply a question of knowing 
the worst before we can hope to see 
the dawn of a brighter and happier 
outlook. 

Wearying Serial Story 

We are all weary of this prolonged 
serinl story of international unrest, 
and look ahead in vain. for signs of 
the closing cpisodes, In the mean- 
lime, the story cannot be dismissed 
as so much unnecessary and tiring 
fiction, It is too much of a stern 
reality, und Sts sequence must be 
followed day by day. The Press is 
merely the vehicle which continues 
to unfold the story. It docs not com- 
pose the narrative, 

In a vain and pitiful effort to hide 
from .the facts, Press censorship is 
advocated in some quarters, News- 
paper posters have even come in for 
official notice with the threat that 
they may be regulated. 

To emulate the ostrich would not 
assist in restoring universal ‘trust. 
Truc, panic ia te be avolded at all 
costs, but there Is little possibility of 
British people being panicked into 
anything. It is because they under 
stand the problems and troubles of 
the day, that they have so carnestly| 
responded to the official invitations 
to organise themselves into essential 
defensive services, 

News /s Sensational 

IT must agree that at times, news- 
paper posters have the appearance of 
being sensational, but it must be 
generally admitted that the actual 
news to which the posters refer ts in 
fact, of a prave and even sensational 
nature, 

The finer feellngs of people may 
recoil from this incessant story of 
war, Of “wars and rumours of 
wars.” Would {t'be right for the 
Press, by expunging the unpleasant 
news, to soothe them into a false 
sense of security? 

It docs’ not matter where = the 

reader looks to-day for his informa- 
tion on international affairs. Newss 
papers in all countrics, in all lan- 
guages, carry the same story, with 
the exception of those In countries 
where the Press is permitted to be 
only the mouthpiece of the Govern- 
ment. In such countries people are 
merely told what they are told, and 
the false sense of security is estab- 
Hshed, Those who are’ kept in ignor- 
ance are more likely to come to harm 
than are those who are kept au fait 
with the world's happenings. . 
. To In any way curtail, or to at- 
tempt to curtail the freedom of the 
Press, ls against our cherished herit- 
age—the freedom of ‘speech. The; 
very thought of .“muzzling"” is re- 
pugnont, for it instantly creates 
thoughts of abuse In many directions. 
A)l sorts of interests might in time: 
be able to pull strings in order to 
keep this and that out of the papers. 
Whether internationally, politically, 
commercially of religiously, the 
Britlsh Press must be kept free, 

Sie William Jowett'’s Warning 

On the question of peace-time 
censorship, Sir William Jowett 
addressed the Empire Press Union at 
ifs session in London recently, and 
the extract from a London journal 
just received fs of timely Interest.

housewife, two and ao half 
tins of the Japanese product are 
sold to her. 

For every £1 we spend on 
tinned: salmon with the 
Dominion, we spend rather 
more than £2 with Japan. 

Look at these (oMclal) figures. 

In 1938 ~=England bought 
156,000cwt. of Canadian salmon; 
and 305,000cwt, of the Japanese 
product, ; 

In that same yeor we paid 
Canada £772,000 for her fish, and 
Japan no less than £1,506,000. 

Why is jt that the English house- 
wife buys two and a half tins of 


‘Japanese saimon for every-tin of - 


the Emplre product? 

There is a number of reasons. 

First, more Japanese salmon 1s 
sold In England because it is 
cheaper. Tinned salmon, which is 
f very valuable food, is favoured

The 
answer Is that she could do so only 
by bringing down the standard of 
living of her working people to the

Flowers In The

O you have diticulty in making 

your flowers last well {n ‘hot 
weather? One way of -helping. them 
to have a longs life is to pick them 
at the right time. 

Whenever possible, flowers 
toe picked as buds. 
to expand out of doors, thelr colour 
will not be quite so good and they 
will not thrive for long indoors. 
Buds may be kept for a ‘special ocea- 
sion in a cool, dark place for quite 
ii week before being placed in con 
talners, 

Rosebuds are best gathered quite 
carly in the morning. Choose well 
developed buds which are just rendy 
to open, Some people do not put 
roses into water. at onee, but leave 
them for about half an hour In a cool 
ploce before fixing them in a vase. 

Lupins should be. gathered «when 
the lower blooms have begun to open,

All flowers do not Ilke being hand- 
led, 50 clean stemmed ‘types like roses 
or lilac should be hammered on Inch 
up and arranged once and for oll in 
thelr contalners. After’-that leave 
them alone, only adding .fresh, water. 
from time to’ time.’ Water must be 
deep. Roses’ often droop because of 
this simple mistake, .

Js .re- 
juvenated, This sacred mission has 
been entrusted to us by our ancestors 
throughout 5,000 yoars of our history 
and is the only course which should 
be chosen by patriotle citlzens.
